1 W0  umuiT  of  what  several  commii- 
lea  were  aad  what  they  dxl.  Vet.  I am 
fanty  ocnam  that  a coramiiec  which  is 
raflcd*Co«miiic<oc  Students*  should 


have  some  student  representatives,  no 
matter  what  11  u they  are  doing.  Accord- 
tng  0 this  list,  there  ore  no  students  on 
the  committee.  The  College  Council, 
one  of  the  hi^wsi  governing  siruciurcs 
at  Loyola,  has  one  student  representa- 
tive.

Some  commi  1 tecs  do  appear  to  have 
a fair  repicscmat0n  of  students.  But. 
ih0  does  not  compkiely  solve  the  prob- 
Icrru  wiih  student  represenumn.  No 
one  kiXYws  who  these  students  arc  other 
ihanihepeopleonihecotTunttcc.  While 
all  the  faculty,  admirustraiion.  and  staff 
rcprcsenLUivcs  are  given  by  name  on 
this  list,  siudeni  representatives  arc  not.

well  so  Ihat  other  studenu  know  who  to 
direct ihcircomnKnu to.  Manysiudcnis 
may  feel  uncomfortable  talking  with  a 
faculty  member  or  administrator.  They 
need  0 knowwho  the  siudcnu  on  ihc 
committees  are  "" 

Which  bnngs  another  issue  lomind; 
how  does  one  even  know  what  these 
committees  arc  doing?  It  is  rare  for 
students  to  see  what  difTcrcni  commit- 
tees arc  discussing  or  cvaluaiing  or  even 
Iu0w  that  ihecommiiiees  exist.  A two- 
year  review  of  ihe  core  ws  just  com- 
picicdby  iheCurTiculumCommliicc.yet 
how  many  viudenis  ever  knew  11  began? 
Students  cannot  give  their  input  on  0pics 
if  they  arc  never  told  they  arc  being 
disclosed.  Or  is  that  the  point?  Repuru 
from  var00CDmmiiiccsshnuld  be  given 
on  a regular  basts  allowing  ihc  entire 
college  community  0 ponlcipatf  in  ihc 
governance  proccu. 

I agree  with  many  others  who  feel 
that  governance  IS  ample  which  needs  0 
be  doctosed.  but  1 feel  ihai  many  ore  still 
ovcrtooking  a vital  part  of  the  commu- 
ruiy  - the  studenu.  In  the  current  struc- 
ture m tn  any  structure  that  devetops  in 
ihe  future  the  student  voice  needs  0 be 
heard  After  all.  if  there  were  no  stu- 
dents, there  wouidn'  i need  0 be  a Loyola.
